SPEECH OE WENDELL PHILLIPS. 

This is now the thirtieth Anniversary which I have 
come to New York, or to some neighboring city, to at¬ 
tend, in the Servieo'of the American Anti-Slavery Society. 

It is thirty years since I first pledged myselt to the 
principles embodied in the Constitution of this Society. 

I did it rather from impulse than from any distinct 
understanding of the great and broad principle at the 
root of our movfement. I pronounced the shibboleth of 
the Society with the buoyant enthusiasm which young 
men usually entertain towards such questions—confi¬ 
dent of a large reserve of strength and a lavish amount 
of opportunity, so that we can throwaway any quantity 
upon any movement we chance to fancy. I was then, 
like most Americans, perfectly ignorant of what slavery 
was, or how strong the slave system itself was. I had 
been brought up, as most Americans are, in an unquali¬ 
fied admiration and acceptance of the great Republic, 
and a believer in the eulogistic tone in which onr insti¬ 
tutions were both criticized and admired. I was a hero- 
worshipper—hardly anything else. Like the men of 
that day,, especially in New England, I regarded Web¬ 
ster as a great statesman, and almost an orator ; and 
fi-un afar off I worshipped Henry Clay as the great 
American orator and almost a statesman. (Laughter 
and applause.) For the church I had been bred to 
an unmixed and unlimited respect. I supposed that 
under its altars was enshrined all American virtue, and 
that almost all that wan good in our institutions had 
grown up under its influence. I had no idea—not the 
slightest—of the lite-long battle] of the great deeply- 
anchored evil which we were encountering. 

The mobs of 1835 and of the years which immediately 
followed it, the great denial, for many years, of the 
right of petition startled me fofca moment out of this 
blind admiration for demgg|satfc institutions. They 
were phenomena for which 1 could not account. A 
lawyer, bred in all the technical Reliance on the safe¬ 
guards of Saxon liberty, I was puzzled, rather than 
astounded, by the fact that, ontside of the law and 
wholly nureoagtnzca in ;tne ineory of otta institutions, 
was a mob power—an abnormal element which nobody 
had counted in, in the analysis of the system, and for 
whose irregular actions no check, no balance, bad been 
provided. The gnu which was aimed at the breast of ] 
Lovejoy on the banks. of the Mississippi brought me to 
my feet, conscious that I stood in the presence of a 
power whose motto was Victory or Death. Then, for 
the first time, I think Abolitionists began to realize the 
death-grapple into which they had unthi n kingly been 
drawn—at least I did. But still, for a long time, we 
“ saw men as trees walking.” We still put slavery off 
at a distance. We saw the trunk of the tree growing 
out of Southern soil, without the slightest conception 
that its broad-reaching roots, its innumerable fibres 
penetrated every altar of New England—that the mias¬ 
ma of its poisonous branches benumbed conscience and 
stifled intellect; that- the call of its syren voice, like 
that of Calypso, turned politician and statesman alike 
into brutes, glad to do its bidding. I am describing 
the actual condition of one honest Abolitionist, at least, 
iU those early days. • 

It was a long, long time—many, many an experience 
passed over my head before I could realize that slavery, 
like the aristocratic element in England, like the 
Catholic element in Italy, had poisoned everything it 
touched—that there was no inch of ground, moral, in- 
telleetual, political, where the flag floated that was not 
glad to do it obeisance.- It was a long, long time before 
I began to learn that the poet sang only of its praises; 
that the merchant, with instinctive sagacity, shrank 
from disturbing its quietude ; that the historian molded 
his record, and the churchman interpreted his New 
Testament, only to save its character. No matter where 
the Ithuriel spear of the Anti-Slavery moyement touched 
the American people, it started up the same fiend. No 
matter how varied the masks that played all the several 
Parts now calling itself Literature and now Religion, 
now History and now Politics, now Trade, and now 
Fashion; when we tore off the mask the same hideous 
features were behind it—a sneering and gibbering spec- 
re. This was America. Ten, twenty, thirty years in 
he thick of the fight, revealed the depth of the disease, 
e wicle extent of the cancer. We were called harsh 
OMres ; we only told the truth. We were called u 
® antable speakers; we only quoted what men h

(Applause.) We are a nation of Saxon blood. Living 
in every atom of that blood is the love of stimulus. We 
are a race all aglow with the love of physical stimulus. 
We live imr climate, in a range of latitude, where the 
temptation is the indulgence of that appetite. The 
tropics have their vices, the temperate zones have 
thetas. Added to that, wo have a blood which, 
earliest record, formed its heaven out of its highest 
aspirations, and this heaven was a drunken revel out of 
the skulls of its enemies. Revenge and intoxication 
were the ideas which Saxon blood placed on each side 
of its deity. Now, with such a climate and with such 
race, the institutions of the nineteenth century have 
made the wages of labor so large and tbe ingenuity of 
science so acute that for a day’s work a man can be 
drunk a week. Given sueh a temperature, such a blood, 
and such an opportunity, the man who does not 
the movement to put the American people, as a 
above the control of its appetite, the security of repub¬ 
lican institutions, is as blind to the present 
1837 to the condition of this country. Why, it was the 
turn of a die on which the most sanguine man would 
not have dared to prophesy the result in 1861, whether 
one prominent demagogue-should take this city and the 
Empire State out of the North into the Confederacy, 
and you know, every one of you, that if Fernando 
Wood had put New York under the banner of Jefferson 
Davis, it would have been because the grog-shops of 
this city ruled the Empire State. (Applause.) It 
not amiss to touch on a question like this, when a dozen 
times within three years the doors of the Senate, the 
highest, most dignified body of the world, have been 
closed only in order—under a pretense ’of Executive 
Session—to shield the drunkenness of its members from 
the criticism of the public. (Bear, hear.) It is not 
amiss in a moment like this, when the galleries of the 
Senate have been filled night after night until Ufidnight, 
by the wives of members, who were ataaid to trust theta 
husbands alone, drunken, and besotted, ih the mid¬ 
night of a Washington street. (Sensation.) No, loom¬ 
ing over the future is the greatjquestion of the sobriety 
of the people. . 

Side by side with it stands another of the momentous- 
questions of the hour—woman’s position, in political 
affairs (applause), the great, unique, characteristic ques¬ 
tion of the nineteenth century, the last protest against 
the injustice of one-hall of the human] race, woman’s 
1 position, politically. Behind it, of still more immediate, I 
disastrous moment, stand the relation of capital and 
labor, consolidating the seeming feud betwixt labor and 
capital, putting the American laborer where he be- 
condition and on a level of substantial free¬ 
dom, when his labor is only capital, when his time is 
only capital, and can be sold in the best market under 
the best rules of political economy; co-operating with¬ 
out any feud betwixt him and his natural ally, but 
[■moving harmoniously together to: a development un¬ 
heard of in its extent, of the material prosperity of the 
country, and far above and beyond it the laborer lifted 
intellectually, with leisure fox the full develop¬ 
ment of all his nature, morally and intellectually. 

Now, for one, I see. ample toil for the rest of our 
years, and for the next generation, in the settlement of 
these great, questions. In America brains always rule 
the long run. To the credit of our institutions be it 
said, nothing bufbiains .eyer rule. You cannot bully 
.tliio mmwnnV ■** «*»y iwwer uaKjSeeli 
it into silence, the Slave Power could have done it. 
The American peopletaannot be coerced into silence or 
they must be convinced. They have 
reached that level of intellectual life which must have 
argument and fact—a reason furnished them for every 
It is necessary, therefore, that an untrammeled 
press and a purified pulpit, with the vigilant watch of 
disinterested men outside of both, the balance-wheel, 
the safety-valve, the great cheok of republican institu¬ 
tions—this outside virtue should all be left free and I 
disengaged for these great questions. For one, there¬ 
fore—excuse me for this long digression—I am for 
leaving no stone unturned, no effort untried, no word 
unspoken, that will take forever and entirely out of | 
American polities the question of race. (Applause.) 
Never hereafter shall the angry fend between sections, 
the angrier feud still between races, be opened in I 
American politics. From tbe great lakes down to the 
gulf, from tbe Atlantic back to the Pacific, we will clean 
out both Court and Legislature, both college and.litera- 
ture, that there shall oe no possibility of the blind eyes 
of justice being able to distinguish a white man from a 
black man. (Applause.) That is my interest of the 
present hour. 

I know chattel slavery has been abolished; I know 
the slave has got the title-deed to his house ; I know 
that in one-half of the Union, many shackles have fallen 
oflj and great opportunities have been opened to the 
black man, but I know also that before bis harvest is 
actually garnered, before these rights are actually rivet¬ 
ed into the substance of the Constitution and of the 
national life, it is necessary that the community itselt, 
North and South, should not only stupidly accept but 
intelligently receive, and in all the customs of life, 
political, and social, actually embody the new spirit. 
You cannot graft into one civilization the institutions 
of another. You might as well undertake to put 
n on another man’s body. For 
stance, take the jury trial. Growing out of all the 
cumstances and the entire fabric of'the Saxon race, be-. 

_ _ _ the cradle, it is part of the blood. Analyze 

a genuine Saxon from the German forest, and you will 
find twelve men and a jury down at the bottom of his 
heart. It is true, as Erskine said, that the total end of 
the three elements of the English Constitution was 
twelve honest men in the box. It is not only the type 
but the actual inspiration of the whole English govern¬ 
ment—the jury ; and it was well said by that statesmaa- 
tan, Daniel O’Connell, when he was pleading tbe 
of the Catholics : “ Sir, I will be content when 
jive us an independent jury and the ballot.'’ It 
was the beginning and the ond, the Alpha and Omega 
of the Englishman’s liberty. Well, about fifty years 
ago, the Freneh government undertook to ingraft into 
the French law the jury trial. Before that, under the 
civil law of the continent, a prisoner had been placed 
at the table and cross-examined as to every incident of | 
his life and all tbe circumstances connected with the 
alleged crime, and after being a hundred times 
examined and submitted to the torture of a criticism 
daily for a year, the Judge put the conflicting state¬ 
ments together and made out his opinion as to whether 
the man was innocent or guilty, noting his pallor or 1 
redness, his affright or his patience, his excitement 
his composure as parts of the evidence. When I-was

trial the Procurer of the King, what is called the State’: 
Attorney here, was trying the case. He would put i 
the stand and examine him, and a bit of j 
evidence, pei*aps a statement, an item, or a fact would 
appear very discreditable to the prisoner, perhaps fetal 
to her assertion of innocence, which, had it tame out 
in a British court, the attorney for the crown, or in an

The first thing to consult in arranging statesmanship is 
the ideal, then afterward if yon cannot reach it be con¬ 
tent with the possible ; but always shape for yourself 
the ideal—the perfect. Remember when you sell out 
to sell put for as much as you can -get. 

Mr. Jakes Mott— And grumble beoause you can’t get 
ore. (Ldughter.) 

Mr. PqiLLrps—Yes, grumble because you can’t j 
ore ; that is a Saxon and a Yankee right. You see 
not the trading I object to altogether, but I want 
get a good' trade. (Laughter.) Webster sold us out for 
nothing. If Lincoln’s party had come into power and 
had intervened, he would have sold us out for a 
shadow; the Territorial exclusion of slavery. The 
danger of to-day is that the Republican party having 
jflung aside primarily the protection of freedom in the 
South, will devote itself, for the next two years, to the 
simple preservation of party domination. It may sell 
ns out for a name, for the nominal triumph of the Re¬ 
publican party, and when we grasp the name there will 
be nothing in it. We have come to that time when the 
great political chiefs have but one anxiety, and that is 
not the selfish preservation of theta place, not the nar- 
ambition merely that they shall be Senators, and 
that another man shall be this or the other thing, but 
that the great party in which they believe shall maintain 
possession of the government, and not be divorced from 
Now, I have the same anxiety. I believe, that 
while that idea that carried us through the war holds 
to the government we are safe, and when that idea is 
divorced from the government we do not know where 
shall float. Put an unredeemed Democrat at the 
head of the government, and we have lost 60 per cent, 
of the war. Put a half and half man with no ideas, 
like Gen. Grant, and we shall lose 50 per cent. (Hisses 
and applause.) Put a huckstering’ trader like Fessen- 
Slierman, and we shall lose 70 per cent. (Loud 
["hisses and cheers.) Well, now, I note that hiss. I am 
not unprepared for it. The merit of this platform in 
that it called n spade a spade, it did not 
call a spade an agricultural implement. (Laughter.) 
It did not undertake in kindly phrases to wrap up bid- 
truths. It spoke them right out in plain Saxon 
words that were half battles. Now, the great merit and 
the only strength of the American abolition movement 
was that it dared to give things their true names, if it 
other merit. The background of all our 
strength—the fulcrum upon which we planted our lever 
the conscience of the American people. We said \ 
to them : “ It is a sin ; no matter what doctors of di 
vinity cover it up with; no matter though the politician 
.read it from the parchment of the Constitution; the 

its conscience for gain, and that is sin.” When Web- 
in his grave, and when the American church 
had shrunk from the conflict, the people at Gettysburg, 
at Atlanta, and out of the depths of agony at Ander- 
sonville, said ‘ 1 Amen, that is God’s truth ; it was a sin. ” 
Would to God the childless mother had known it before 
obliged to give np her first-born. Would that 
Ithe orphan had known it before his father had left him 
this evil world. To-day this same great 
responsibility rests upon us to call things by their true 
names. The .politician, dwelling in availability, does 
not profess that he adheres to absolute justice. He con- 
ises, proclaims, boasts, that he trims down the right 
order to be available ; but he makes the edge of his 
e as absolutely sharp as he can, and hews away, as far 
as he ean, every irreconcilable inequality, in order that | 
he may strike as far as he ean into wickedness and op- 
If he announces that as the rule of his life, 
the ideal of his action, why shmjld not I say it ? Iam 
not his libeler. A spade is ^spade, and it is no dis- 
| credit to it call it a spade. I need not call it a chro¬ 
nometer. 

When the most successful politician of our day, so 
r as office is concerned, has said to a friend within ten 
years, “ I have never dared to utter my whole thoughts 
years old,” he was only stating what is 
the necessary limitation of the politician’s life, He did 
not profess that it was his object to create opinion, 
only endeavored to stereotype into statutes accepted 
opinion. I do not libel him. And when he added ta 
breath, “Personally I am an Episcopalian, 
but politically I am a Methodist, ” I do not libel him, and 
it was not my fault if he saw himself as he really was. 
That is a politician, and the worldis full of them. The 
Republican party, and the Senate, and the House, not 
issarily to theta discredit, but to theta limitation, 
to-day drawn into the great maelstrom of theta 
Presidential election that levels every American to the 
dead level of one single purpose, which is to carry his 
party at the polls, no matter how much truth he con¬ 
ceals or how many equivocal phrases he utters. I ac¬ 
knowledge that necessity. I know just as well os Henry 
Wilson does to-day that there is no hope for the people 
politically at the present moment, but in the triumph 
of the Republican party. There is no other boat. A 
might as well have attempted in Noah’s day to go 
to work and bptid another ark as to attempt to-day to 
start any other political movement than that. But 
when I stand with thirty sneh years as I have described 
behind me, with a whole life honestly given to the en¬ 
deavor to root out every fibre of this virus and wrest it 
from the American Constitution, when I see men, no 
matter with what honesty of purpose, sacrificing glori- 
opportunity merely to secure party supremacy, 
shall I stand silent ? Why should not I do the same 
f.aing that has been done for thirty years—stand ontside 
and say to the people, “That is not the duty of the 
present hour ; we are capable of something more; we 
reap a heavier harvest than that; we can secure 
greater result? ” 

Henry Wilson and the set of trimmers of which he 
leads the advance guard, have no hatred for the negro, 
nb desiro to compromise, no absolute wish or desire to 
baulk ns. If we can only rally and marshal and count 
up a public opinion that will demand all that the hour 
requires, they will obey. They only say, as William ~ 
Seward once said, when I was introduced to him in tl 
very city in your Supreme Court, alluding to some 
marks I had made the day before on this omnipotence 
public opinion : “ That is a good speech ; you go i 
and manufacture public opinion, and I wifi use it as fast 
yon wifi moke it. ” The Republican party stands 
just there to-day. They wifi use public opinion just 
we will manufacture it. They do not want 
anything better. Manufacture public opinion enough 
so that Henry Wilson would not dare to.return to Mas¬ 
sachusetts with his present record, and the whole Senate 
would mount up like balloons, every one of them, to 
the level of Charles Sumner. (Laughter.) But the Re¬ 
publican party sends down Henry Wilson to the South 
with a sugary message that means nothing, or a milk 
and water statesmanship that amounts to nothing, and 
then sends Judge Kelley to correct it. I do not object 
to this policy, and I do not criticize the statesmanship, 
if they call it statesmanship. I only want that if we 
sell out, we shall sell in the dearest market, and get the 
best price. If I cannot get the whole that I ask for, I 
-want to get as much as I can, And therefore, while the 


cradle, and would smooth its path in the future, and re¬ 
lieve it from, threatened danger, he must guard it with 
his own sacrifices, and his own devotion to duty, and 
that by supreme disregard ^ everything he betrays 
duty to-day. We leave that cradle hard tasks enough 
in the common straggle and daily sacrifices of life. 
Three thousand millions of dollars mortgaging every 
right hand, and half a million patriot liveB hidden in 
early graves, are enough to give for one political step. 
God grant that every political step we take may not 
necessarily be purchased at such a price! Why should 
not we look forward, all ot us, to the ideal of a people 
able to take air'evil in tbeta right hands and to correct 
it without going through the dread ordeal of the battle¬ 
field ? Why should we wipe out every error and every 
mistake in blood ? If republicanism means anything, 
it means a people educated to that level and to that idea 
of responsibility that they can take up an evil and deal 
with it conscientiously. The Czar of Russia, standing 
with his face toward the future, is led by the inspiration 
of the nineteenth century to break millions of chains. 
The Emperor of Brazil follows his illustrious example. 
Driven by-a.g‘terrible necessity of civil war, with no 
pathway covered with the blood of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of subjects, iu the quiet counsels of the imperial 
will, Brazil and Russia strike off the fetters. And shall 
that be true ot aristocratic Empires, and shall it not be 
possible with a great Republic? In the rottenness of 
Europe and the decrepitude of Brazil, shall that virtue 
be attainable whioh the American people can be whipped 
into only by the scorpions of war? Do not let us leave 
that, record against democracy longer. 

W’e know every one of us that there is but one great 
ideal of reconstruction in accordance with the spirit of 
the nineteenth century. We have our hands upon the 
jugular vein of this Southern oligarchy. We can stran¬ 
gle it utterly if we will. There are only two wills upon 
this continent. One is that of the people, and the 
other that of the trading politicians. The voice of the 
people, heard; from Maine to Iowa last November, is 
that the millions, the honest, earnest, bleeding, stricken, 
agonizing, weeping millions, have got our hands at last 

this oligarchy, and by the blessing of God we will 
strangle it before we let go. When we have the people 
behind us, we ought not to be contented with an ab¬ 
stract political right, with the mere assertion of a privi¬ 
lege. My idea of reconstruction is seven years of ter¬ 
ritorial government in peace. There are no States in 
the South; there is no capacity for forming States 
there; there is no material from whioh to create them. 
The only public opinion sufficient for the purpose is the 
public opinion of the North. Yon can trust these 
Southern States only through the police power of the 
nation, acting, as Mr. Durant suggested this morning, 
through civil administration. I would have the South 
filled with the civil officers of the nation, executing jus¬ 
tice between man and man, and with the bayonet be¬ 
hind them, iwould have the government in earnest in 
this th i n g. Cassius M. Clay said to me fifteen years ago, 
Give me a Federal government in earnest to abolish 
slavery, and to. turn the patronage of the government 
into that obannel, and slavery will disappear from this 
I ■ mt in five years.” The same-thingis true to-day ; 
have not got such a'government. We have got 
such a people, but not sueh a government. Look at it. 
Who moves when the people speak ? Who goes to Con-, 
gress, independent of party ? Who leaps forward, and 
the people say Amen, and break through all party tram¬ 
mels ; and a.H organizations sink like dust beforo him? 
Who enters -the arena and says, “ I am a candidate,’’ 

(Ap¬ 
plause.) No matter what he is—no matter what his 
honesty may be, for this illustration. The people be- j 
lieve h im to represent absolute, unqualified, unlimited 
purpose to put an end to the last vestige of slavery. 
That is the idea. No matter whether he intends it. No I 
matter what--the future may reveal. - To-day he is' taken 
for that; and that is the counter he represents. It may 
be that, as in former times, the paper currency of pro-1 
fossion will not be redeemed by the gold of practice. I 

not certain. But that has nothing to do With the 
illustration. He represents that. And when he said 
the State of Massachusetts that he would like to go I 
Congress, the gathering of the voters in the County 
of Essex was like a flock of birds ; nobody else wanted 
to be a candidate; .and the only difficulty was to get 
to count the votes. Political organizations 
had gone up. 

That is the way the people speak; but how does: the 
government speak? I said this morning that tbe 
Senate traded. I do not so much find fenlt-with theta- 
trading as with what they trade for. Whom do they I 
trade into office? Old Phelps of Vermont, the man 
who quoted Isaiah and the Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence in the neighborhood of New Orleans ? or the old 
fanatical General who redeemed West Point? Did any 
Senator attempt to trade Fremont into office? Never. 
Or did any Senator attempt to trade into office Gen. 
Paine of Monmouth, Illinois, who was turned out Of 
office because Gen. Grant would not allow the people 
of .Kentucky to be annoyed by him? Never. But they 
trade in Rousseaou, the man that disgraced the Capitol 
by striking a fellow-member, but was born in Ken¬ 
tucky ; and they trade in Meredith, the man that struck 
Julian for words spoken in debate. Ail the trading is 
for representatives of pro-slavery, and not for liberty. 

I do not object wholly and exclusively to the Senate’s 
trading; but I take exception to the merchandise, that 
they do not buy us honest goods. 

What I say, therefore, to the American people is, that 
e want absolute control over the Soutnem territory 
until the seeds are planted. I want the nineteenth 
century carried down there. What the South rebelled 
against was the nineteenth century. She rebelled 
bar out the nineteenth century, with all its ideas. 
From Texas to Maryland, from Florida to Si Louis, 
there is but one voice, to bar out the Yankee. What 
do they mean by the .Yankee? The men with the 
spelling-books ; the men with the largest brains. Emer- 
says that the true Yankee carries twice as much 
brains in his hand as other men in their skulls. They 
rebelled against tbe ideas of manhood. That is what 
she fears. Therefore she is to be covered with 
lanehe of spelling-books. She is to be inoculated with 
the ideas of the nineteenth century, until her own are 
neutralized. What is it that distinguishes the nine¬ 
teenth century from the middle ages? It is capital 
and lauds, ideas and equal manhood in the masses. 
These are the four elements that distinguish it. The 
middle ages were poor, while we have capital; they 
were ignorant, while we have ideas ; they were 
oligarchy, counties owned by one man, while we have 
crumbled them up into farms. They gave 
vote, while we have given the masses the ballot. We 
wish to send the Nineteenth Century down South ; that 
is all. 

But men say, if you ■ don’t trade now, you will lose 
it. I was in Iowa last month, and stopped in a little 
town just on the edge Missouri, looking down from the 
lofty knoll on which the church stood into the State of | 
Missouri, aud there they told me this, story. At the 
outbreak of the war, the news came to this village that 
the Missourians, 1,500 strong, were crossing the boun¬ 
dary, to impress every horse, shoot every man, and 
bum every decent ferm-house. The whole town rushed 
together, and there were but 100 muskets and 100 shot | 
guns. What shall we do ? they said. One young 
said, “What can 100 shot guns do against 1,500 men? 
There is nothing for ns to do but to surrender.” But 
one old man stood up and said, “ My boys, you 
surrender any time ; fight first.” So I say to the Abo¬ 
litionists to-day. “ You can surrender at any time ; 
fight first.” (Applause.) > 

SPEECH OF ANNA E. DICKINSON. 

Miss Aska E. Dickinson was introduced and greeted 
with hearty applause. She said : 

I recognize full well the difficulty under which any 


must labor in addressing any audience after tbe elo¬ 
quent lips whieh have just closed,—the almost impossi¬ 
bility of .finding standing-place upon ground already!

Still I have my weak word to speak, and I trust yon will 
listen to it—patiently. 

No one in this day needs to be told the truth of the 
statement that a party must fight or surrender. In the 
case of the great party of the Republic the events of the 
years have pre-eminently proven that for it at 
any time to have turned back was to face death; to 
stand still, a certain disintegration ; to go forward was 
to scale height after height of victory, liberty, and 
power. 

Were the work of the Republican party finished, 
what a sublime record would its story be! How many 
wrongs righted! how many chains broken! what shame 
i washed white with blood!—society transformed—justice 
for oppression—Democracy for despotism—the slave a 
man—the man a citizen—and through all this the hu¬ 
manity that worked it shining, with courage and honor 
irradiating it as never before, in ffca annals of Time. 

much done, great, marvellous ; but it is not 
enough. So much done, but more remains behind. 
This party has decreed Liberty! Now let it see that 
Liberty be established. It has declared for Democracy! 
Let it see that Democracy endures. It fought for a Re¬ 
public ! ^ Let it see that a perfect work be accomplished 

It has oftentimes been charged upon this party that 
whafrit has done for justice and freedom it has done to 
itself; to retain power : that it advanced under 
compulsion; that it avenged tbe black man, not be- 
it feared God nor regarded man, but because be 
troubled it. To-day the opportunity is offered it of 
sublimely refilling this charge and putting it at rest for-

matter of abstract right and wrong; a protection of hu¬ 
manity for the sake of right, of manhood for tho sake 
of justice. 

Either the Republican party must proclaim as its 
watchword Universal Liberty and Impartial Suffrage, 
oi it must repudiate them, and die. And re¬ 
pudiation can be aimiccessfully accomplished by silence 
'< by noise of words. 

An Oriental legend tells ns that a poor man once sat 
for a thousand years before the gales of Paradise wait-1 
ing for them to open that he might behold the glories 
they would disclose. Overwearied, at the end of a 
thousand years he snatched a single hour of sleep, and 
wakened but to see the gates of pearl swing to. So this |

Every 
paper, North or South, tells us of the affiliation of the 
old masters with theta slaves ; of the speeches made, the 
efforts put forth by these sometime tyrants to induce 
theta victims to become theta comrades’in arms—against 
what? against tbe power which broke the pride of the 
le and established the rights of the other. 

Will the black man be induced to enter this strange 
partnership for his own destruction ? Not impossible. 
As tbe State-prisoners of Venice, brought, after many 
years, from the thick’gloom of their dungeons into the 
and broad sunlight of the great Square of St.| 
Mark, were stricken blind, —so it would not be strange j 
if these people, leaping suddenly from the night of 
Slavery into fhe great blaze of the sun of Liberty, should 
:n as trees walking, and, with theta imperfect: 
vision, should be unable to descry friend from foe. If 
me of the marvels of tho age that these ex-masters 
still the aristocrats of the South ; that by wealth, so] 
c^al position, power, they are in condition to hold and 
wield influence with this element or any other; among 
the marvels of the age, that men, who assisted 
consented to this bloody and unparalleled crime of 
armed rebellion, should continue to exert any powerfor 
the maintenance of rights a thousand times forfeited- 
first by perjury, and then by overwhelming defeat 
■■tthe field of battle ; a marvel, yet a fact! and to be 
dealt with accordingly. 

True, theta past stands to damn them. If they cover 
le spot it is but to uncover another. If they hide 
shame it is by revealing another. Like the stain on 
key, in the story of Bluebeard, which rubbed out on the 
side instantly appeared on the opposite. Yet it' 
equally true that our hands are putting upon them an 
armor which will shield theta wounds, and are thrusting 
into their grasp a lanee which they ean use ti 
destruction. 

De Tocqueville somewhere well says, “A proposition 
must be plain to be adopted by the understanding of 
people. A false notion whioh is clear and precise, will 
always meet with a greater number of adherents in the 
world, than a true principle which is obscure and ta 
volved.” So long as Governor Orr ean say, as he did 
few days since in Charleston to the blacks gathered be¬ 
fore him, — “We are your friends ; the Republicans, 
who profess to be, deny the rights of your brethren all 
over the North, and in Ohio, New Jersey, Michigan, 
haveiust refused the ballot to the hands that wielded 
the bayonet by your side;—so long as an ignorant black 
soldier in fhe South ean be honestly informed that the 
Republican party refuses to permit a black soldier 
the North to walk to the polls, so long will he be co 
fused in both thought and action. 

The men with whom we have to deal are capable of 
everything and something worse. “ They are as wise 
serpents ” — here the quotation in regard to them 
must end. We say now with the arrogance of strength 
What have we to fear from them? Much! They are 
not so weak — they should be like the lions before Solo¬ 
mon’s throne of ivory and gold, with bent heads and 
drooping tails in the humiliated attitude befitting brute 
force before justice, — but they are not; — even if they 
were weaker we would have much to fear. An Indian 
fable tells us that the god Brahma once inquired of the 
spirit of Power, — “What is stronger than thee?” 

‘ ‘ Cunning! ” was the answer. ‘ ‘ What could not the lion 
do, if he were the monkey also ? ” inquires a Chinese 
proverb. In .strength we surpass,—in craftiness we 
fall infinitely below them. They will be quick and keen 
to see the flaws in our armor. Nothing is superficial to 
a deep observer. “ In what part of that letter, ” sard a 
king to the wisest of living diplomatists, “did you 
discover irresolution ? ” “ In its n’s and g’s ” was the 
reply. If we beKeve in justice for the beauty of justice, 
in liberty for its own sweet sake, then are we arme in 
complete steel. If not, — if we are but using fostice 
aud liberty to gain and hold power, Then ou^ we 
wear -the helmet and breast-plate, shield and buckler, of 
blaok soldiers and Emancipation proclamations, we have 
still the vulnerable spot-the Achilles heel-through 
whioh we may be stabbed to death. My son! ” said a |

The work of disintegration may not be an immediate 
le. This organization has vast majorities, a broad 
margin to work upon; it may yet grasp aud hold power 
but when a party in any test struggle repudiate, or ig- 
s the spirit that made it, that party is dying at its 
and from its roots, and a sepulchre awaits it The 
history of the Republic has well demonstrated this feel. 

Who formed it tolerated slavery, yet loved . 
freedom, and trusted that they who followed would des¬ 
troy the letter of wrong by the spirit of right—the spirit 
which made us a government. Year by year the spirit 
sickened and died! Onr flag was upon every water, our 
ships in every port ; we added State to State ; the nations 
bowed as we passed by ; and we said, in the pride of in¬ 
iquity — the letter is sufficient! And behind us, stride 
for strid^ moved with his awful, even pace —Time the 
Avenger. Be not deceived ; God is not mockecf. 

There are in our midst the timid and the time¬ 
serving ; the men who would take precautions against 
too much success—who would furnish the l-evolntinn 
with a skylight. There are men who have joined it for 
gain, caring and knowing nought of the sublimity of ils 
cause ; men who remind one of the mole, when ho ex¬ 
claims, “ How they excite my pity with theta prate about 
a sun! ” men who so love the good that they would 
embrace the evil in its behalf, and pray with the Spanish 
emperor, “May God do, aud Satan not undo! ” I gay 
us bow to the Deity, and give the devil a kick when- 
r we have the opportunity. There is but on‘e way 
the Right to go—that is straight ahead. Let us not 
forget whilst we question, inspect, discuss, we our¬ 
selves are under the eye of the world, and shall in 
turn be discussed, be judged. 

Which brings me to say that I am not thus speaking 
because this is my party. One political organization, 
merely as such, is no more to me than another; but 
this party holds in its circle the -Wisest, the 
jus test, the greatest, the most humane souls the age 
affords ; because its name is synonymous with the Re¬ 
public ; because it stands with four millions of broken 
fetters in its bands, with chains and scourges—emblems 
of despotism—under its feet; because it numbers in its 
muster-roll three hundred thousand heroic dead—dead 
that liberty may endure. 

not forget these silent members of tbe organi¬ 
zation. Above all, let ns not ignore the feet that in 
their midst are those who died for a country that still 
denies the rights of manhood to the comrades and 
friends they left behind. Two years ago I stood in the 
nation’s capital and watched the mighty army of tho 
Republic move -past. They were gathered frurn the 
North, South, East, the. West—they were gathered 
from every class and condition of life ; they came from 
camp, from exposure, from a thousand stormy battle 
scenes. The air was rent with the Shouts of the grate* 
ful people they had saved. As I looked I thought of 
Wagner, but I gaw no black soldier therefrom carrying 
the uniform of the Republic ; I thought of Olustee, 
Island Nb. 10, Petersburg ; but I saw no black hands 
carrying rifles, though many bearing spades ; and so 
thinking, I lifted my eyes and saw above this army, 
solemnly marching in the air, another army. They, too, 
had come from the North, from the South, the East, 
and the West. They too had borne fatigue and expo¬ 
sure, and had been sped into tirtUgreat eternities from 
a thousand stormy battle scenes. Above tbe heroes of the' 
Republic moved the martyrs of the Republic. Each divi- 
was complete—port on the ground, part in the 
but in the midst of this marshalled host of the sky 
'were multitudes of sorrowful black faces who looked 
vainly for theta divisions—vainly for the comrades in 
arms they had left behind. And witnessing this sight, 

T +Tir*>c<J awny from tho magnificent pageant moving 
jfore me, and cried aloud in very bitterness of soul 
rer the injustice and shame of my country. 

We appear to forget.in saying that the black man has 
been compensated for his services, that black soldiers 
went from the North as well as from the South ; that 
jithe republic found its defenders in this race among 
freemen as well as among Haves—that it took them 
from Ohio, from Pennsylvania, from New York, as 
from South Carolina, from Louisiana, and from 
i Tennessee. What have these men gained by theta 
(deaths-for those who survive? What feelings must 
thetas be as, looking down upon tbe onward march of . 
the Republic, they see no place reserved therein for tho 
ranks in which they fought aud died? I remember 
I reading a story j ust after Fort Wagner of one of these 
born in Ohio, free and the son of a free man, who, 
horribly tom and mangled, lay on his hospital bed just 
under shadow of the flag that had meant so little for 
good, so much for evil to him and his race ; so lying 
was approached by one who, realizing this fact, bent 
d said to him, “After all, was it worth it?” The 
dim eyes, grew luminous, the swarthy cheek flushed, 
the weak hand lifted itself passionately toward the flag, 
while the voice, clear and triumphant, cried out, “Oh, 

I thank God so much for the privilege 1 ” and in a little 
while the privilege, death, ensued. 

The privilege of dying, for what? This man went 
from Ohio. Ohio has just answered him!—the privi¬ 
lege of dying for a country that still ignores the man¬ 
hood of his people—for a flag not yet broad enough to 
race. As an American, as a Northern woman, 

I protest against this infamy. I cannot, cannot endure 
this disgrace. Let these.deadmen be able, rather, in a 
little while to thank God for the privilege of dying to 
destroy a wicked prejudice, of elevating the oppressed, 
of teaching justice to a nation, of making this country 
some dim reflex of that where the soldier has put aside 
his armor and the noise of war has ceased. 

SPEECH OF BEV. MB. MAY. 

Rev. Samuel J. May was introduced as one of tho 
earliest Abolitionists of America, and was received with 
applause. He said: 

At this late hour, I shall say but a few words. None 
can regard the present state of our conutry with the 
emotions that an old Abolitionist does. None can be so 
grateful for what has been accomplished. None ean be 
so anxious lest much of that which we have done should 
be lost from the want of a right conclusion to it. My 
mind is foil of reminiscences ; but it is too late for me 
to indulge in them. If I were to put ah I have to say 
into one short sentence, it would be, that the whole ex¬ 
perience of the past thirty-seven years in whioh I have 
been laboring in this cause, has convinced me, with in¬ 
creasing conviction, that the well-being of our country 
is to be measured to us exactly by our treatment of the 
colored man. I tremble for my country when I see any 
hesitation now about giving tbe colored man every right 
that humanity has a elaim to. We have never demanded 
that you shall consider an ignorantnegro as a wise man, 
or a poor negro as a rich man, or a bad negro as a good 
man. All we have ever demanded, and what we now 

demand with increased emphasis, is, that you sh gran 

to every man, of every shade of color, e ^ e ^ y oppor 
nity to become as wise, as rich, as g< ? od : “ an b ®’ 
and acknowledge him at ah jhnes to be just what he has 
become. (Applause.) I am ashamed of my color, when 
I think of the mean and detestable conduct of the white 
man towards the negro. We have chained him behind 
us and then we have reproached him because he could 
not keep up with us in the race. We have stood upon 
his neck, and then we have reproached him because he 
did not stand by our side. 

We have bad evidences enough that, when the colored 
man has had a feta opportunity, he has shown himself 
to be every inch a man. What are the reports that are 
coming to us now from the South ? Never was there a 
people on the face of this earth, that has shown sneh 
aspirations as that down-trodden race. Already five 
hundred thousand of those who two or three years ago 
were slaves, have learned to read. They are now sup¬ 
porting six hundred and sixty-eight schools ; and there 
is nothing for which these' poor colored men will so 
readily give theta money as for the education of their 
children. If we will but give them the least opportunity 
—and I begin to believe, whether we give it to them or 
not—they will show us that, as a race .they possess 
faculties,, powers, and sentimental that entitle them to

souri. The meeting having been called to order, Mrs. 
Clapp was elected to the chair, and Mrs. Geo. D. Hall 
requested to act as Secretary. The object of the meet¬ 


ing was then stated, and the following declaratory 
lutious were adopted: 

Whereas, The subject of universal suffrage is nov 
attracting the attention of the leading minds of ton 
nation, causing the revision of Constitutions both o 
the General and State governments ; and 

Whereas, We believe that the true idea of a republi. 
is achieved only when the elective franchise is impar¬ 
tially bestowed—and, 

Whereas, Women are subjects of taxation, and an 
made amenable to the laws—therefore, 

Resolved, That we will make all suitable exertions ti 
obtain such an amendment to our State Constitution a 
shall confer the right of suffrage on women. 

Resolved, That for this purpose we. will organize our 
selves into an association, to be called the “ Woman’ 
Suffrage Association of Missouri.”

There was toe wild agony and string heart of toe heroic 
mother in wonderful power. 

The young daughter lies still and graceful in death, 
safe, happy, beyond the tyrant's reach. The guilty, 
pale, scared slaveholder and party have just come in, 
and Margaret confronts them in her dread extremity, 
terrible grief and passion of agonj, knowing toe life of 
a slave-girl, and exclaims, ‘ I would rather trust my 
child with God than send her bacl to slavery I ’ 

There is nothing in Greek o? Roman story more 
grand. It is a deeply moving, moit eloquent painting, 
and will strengthen horror and deft station of American 
slavery. Such noble earnestness does honor to toe 
artist. He must have seen Margaret, I should judge, 
there is sneh life on the canvas. Yon remember her 
story—how she, with three children, escaped from Ken¬ 
tucky into the city of Cincinnati, in toe cold Winter oi I

Boston, May 26to, 1867.. 

Notwithstanding immense efforts of toe liquor- 
dealers;—and an array of petitions with many names of j 
respectable people who have been represented as initi¬ 
ating, instead of merely seconding, the movement for a 
license-law—that movement has been defeated; the 
House of Representatives having voted, by a very large 
majority (160 to 64), to sustain toe present prohibitory 
law. The strong current of public sentiment in this 
direction has been further made manifest bjra stringency 
of execution of this law greater than ever before, and 
applied to toe great dealers as well ns toe small 
The prospect is that this year we shall have a trial of 
real enforcement of the prohibitory law, which, until 
recently, has been kept a dead letter by toe unscrupu¬ 
lous management of the liquor-dealers, and toe wealth 
and influence of their chief customers. 

I have just seen, displayed in a bookseller’s window,

priate testimony for presentation to eminent laborers in 
the temperance cause, reminded me, by contrast, that, 
during toe numerous and protracted hearings before

_ r _ __ They constantly took for granted 

that the letter and spirit of Scripture, Hebrew and 
Christian, Old Testament and New, was alike in favor 
of the sale of ram aud brandy by toe glass to whoever 
wishes to buy it at toe present day in Massachusetts. 
And in the final debate in toe House oi Representa¬ 
tives, one of toe less discreet advocates of that side, 
devoting a portion of his long speech to exhortations 
follow the teachings and examples of Scripture, actually 
had the hardihood to quote Noah as one of the exam¬ 
ples, and to point out that what so excellent a man did, 
toe manufacture and use of wine, must be right and 
suitable for us to imitate. 

The Boston Recorder, whose abortive attemptlto obtain 
a new lease of life by removal to New York was 
ingly chronicled by Mr. Tilton in toe Independent, has 
found it necessary to fall for support into toe arms of 
vigorous neighbor (and successful rival) toe 
Congregationalist, and toe two names will henceforth be 
combined in one sheet, to which the labors of both 
editors will be devoted. 

The history of the Recorder is a curious 
fished by Mr. Nathaniel Willis (toe father of N. P. Wil¬ 
lis) at a time when there was no competition in that 
fine, it went on for many years with a sort of hum-drum 
prosperity. Mr. Willis was a very worthy and well- 
meaning man, and had the great merit of acting up to 
his fight But he was not a strong, nor a wise, noi 
a an intelligent man, and the best he could do for 
paper was to make it a quiet follower of the tradi- 
is of toe elders, a mild echo of the received opinions 
of the orthodox church; and precisely because it was 
such, it obtained a considerable repute qnd circulation, 
being thought very instructive and edifying by the 
sort of people who pinned toeir faith in theological 
matters on Scott’s Commentary on toe Bible. Of course 
held a fraternal relation to “our Southern brethren,' 
id of course it paid no more regard to the distressed 
condition of any black “brethren ” in the land than toe 
Church, or toe Bible Society, or the Tract Society did. 

After a while Rev. Parsons Cooke, of Lynn, a very 
peppery divine, who felt a hearty hatred of heretics, 
and did what he could to borrow toe aid of “ the secular 
atm ” for toeir suppression, thought that 
getic and aggressive organ of theological controversy 
was needed. So he established toe Puritan, at Lynn, 
1840, which in a few years was transferred to Boston. 
It had in Boston a succession of assistant editors, but 
these were all in sympathy with toe master spirit. The 
Puritan was an embodiment of odium theologicum. In 
its columns Universalists and Unitarians were berated 
vigorously enough ; but its chief rancor and virulence 
were shown against “Comeonters”—that is, those 
members of orthodox churches who had withdrawn 
from church-membership on finding that toe church 
persisted in upholding slavery. Dr. Cooke and his 
colleagues were particularly venomous against those 
who claimed that women, as church-members, had a 
right to speak and to vote in church-meetings, and that 
sex, and custom, and tradition were not valid reasons 
against the public speaking alld action of women 
other places. In hatred of reform generally, and 
unscrupulous calumny against toe promoters of it, toe 
Puritan has never been exceeded. Of course it opposed 
all interference with slavery, and hated Abolitionists 
with a perfect hatred, first as reformers, and then as 
exposers of toe unfaithfulness and corruption of toe 
popular church. 

In toe meantime, however, toe truths taught by 
Abolitionists were gaining ground, and many people 
the churches as well as out of them were led to

An amendment, in this spirit, was proposed to the 
New York Constitutional Convention. A number oi 
publications were presented, issued by the Society : 
and a full report of toe past year was adopted.

NOTES FROM ABROAD. 


|To the Editor of the Standard: 

Dear Sir : The Universal Exhibition grows daily 
public favor, and gives abundant promise, day by day, 
of fulfilling all that was expected of it. The interior 
arrangements are nearly completed, and toe mosques, 
temples, and other buildings, being erected in different 
parts of toe grounds, are being put together with all 
the rapidity possible. Since toe price of admission 
has been but one franc, toe building has been crowded 
daily. On Easter Sunday, toe number of people ad¬ 
mitted was 75,000, and the Monday following (Easter 
Monday), which is a general holiday, toe number of| 
[visitors was 110,000. The weather has been very fa¬ 
vorable, although quite warm, and, in short, everything 
going on as smoothly and successfully as could be 
desired. Strangers are daily pouring by thousands 
the city, and house agents are almost driven mad by 
toe crowds of families who wish to hire houses. One 
of them has eight hundred families for whom to find 
apartments, and with almost every place occupied. 

I shall endeavor in this, as in succeeding letters, to 
sketch toe Great Exhibition in sections, taking 
each letter. In this I shall endeavor to give you some 
little idea of the section or circle, No. VL, comprising 
Group VL, and which is composed mostly of mashin- 
ery. Before doing so, however, I will give a little gen¬ 
eral information about the interior construction of toe 
palace. 

As I informed yon in a preceding letter, toe interior 
of the building consists of concentric circles. The 
articles exhibited are divided into classified groups, 1 
of which groups is assigned to each circle or section of 
building. These circles commence to number from the 
centre garden. The following is toe division, which 
your readers may rely upon as correct: 

Group L—Works of Art (Classes from 1 to 
Group H.—Material and Application of toe Useful 
Arts—History of Labor—(Classes from 6 to 13). 

Group ITT- —Furniture and Articles destined for toe 
Dwelling-House (Classes from 14 to 26). 

Group IV..—Clothing (worked tissues) and other 
tides worn upon the person (Classes from 27 to 39). 

Group V.—Products (raw and manufactured) of Ex¬ 
tractive Industry (Classes from 40 to 46). 

Group VL—Instruments and Processes of toe Usual 
Arts—Machinery (Classes from 47 to 66). 

Group VTL —Aliments (fresh and preserved) in divers 
states of preparation (Classes from 67 to 73). 

Group Vm.—Living Products and Specimens of| 
Agricultural Establishments (Classes from 74 to 82). 

Group IS.—Living Products and Specimens of Hor¬ 
ticultural Establishments (Classes from 83 to : 

Group X.—Objects exposed to view to Ameliorate toe 
Physical and Normal Condition of Mankind (Classes 
from 89 to 95). 

As there are only seven circles in toe palace itself, 
lere are but seven groups of toe ten within toe build¬ 
ing. The Vmth Group, comprehending toe living 
products and establishments of agriculture, is exposed 
in the Park, mostly on toe Island of BiHaneourt. 
Group IX, including toe products of horticulture, 
exposed in toe reserved garden. As to Group X and 
last, its domain is in all the galleries. 

The first four circles, starting from toe centre garden
